The Necessity for the Church Paper 


In recent times during the discussion of ways and means 
of reducing general Church expenses, commonly called 
“overhead expense,” the proposition to reduce appropria- 
tions for publishing our Church papers is frequently made. 
This has occurred in administration headquarters of prac- 
tically every denomination. Business men who expend tens 
of thousands of dollars each year in publicity costs hesitate 
to spend a tenth of that amount for Church publicity. The 
chief reason is not because of their desire for economy so 
much as their lack of a full understanding of the real func- 
tion of the Church press in the work of the Church of today. 
They have naturally tended to classify Church papers with 
the secular press which is published as a paying business. 
Even the secular paper used to be published as an organ of 
expression of great political or social ideals but today they 
have all become primarily financial projects with the exclu- 
sive view of profits. 

Church papers, however, are a part of the “missionary” 
activities of the Church and the economic side of their 
publication should be judged in the same light as all the 
other parts of the missionary program. One of the finest 
presentations of this point of view was recently made by 
Dr. H. C. Jennings, for twenty-four years one of the pub- 
lishing agents of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in an edi- 
torial in the Pacific Methodist Advocate. We commend the 


careful reading of the following extract from it to our. 


Church people. 

“One matter that should be looked into a little further is 
that a large sum from the dividend or surplus fund has been 
used to create a very great practical service in the payment 
of what are called subsidies or sums each year to help in 
the expense account of various publications. In the matter 
of Church newspapers the policy of the Church has been to 
establish such papers in many centers of publication. The 
wisdom of the policy has been questioned many times, espe- 
cially when considered in the light of the financial cost to 
the Church. But it is fitting to say this in regard to the mat- 
ter: A Church paper should never be considered in the light 
of a profit-maker or loser. The Church paper, as the history 
of our people has demonstrated so fully, has been regarded 
as almost an essential if not entirely so, in the life of the 
Church and in the loyalty of its membership. 

“He who supposed that a Church like ours could get along 
and grow, that the different centers could keep a spirit of 
unity, without these local papers, certainly mistakes the hu- 
man nature with which we have to deal. People have always 
been more willing to support their Church paper if it is 
published near their homes. It will always be so. The regu- 
lar visitor that comes to our homes to bring us the story of 
the growth of the Church and all the things going on in the 
world of Christian work, is as important a factor in the 
holding of the Church together as anything we have or pos- 
sibly can have. The one thing that more than any other 
made the great Methodist Middle West was the care given to 
the publication of our religious weeklies. Before they were 
upon their feet, earning and paying their own way as we 


have the record, each one of the family of Advocates cost 
the General Conference more or less heavily to maintain. 
Sometimes there was a financial panic in the air; some- 
times a great shortage in crops. Sometimes good men de- 
cided: they could get along for a year or two without the 
Advocate. The matter had to be watched and guarded all 
the time and only in that way would they finally live 
through to better days. 


“The Church has a policy of doing its missionary work 
in all countries until self-support is possible. In a like man- 
ner it has proposed to do its literary work in a missionary 
sense in the same way. We do not know, at the present time, 
of any of the members of the Advocate family that have 
been self-supporting from the start. It may be true of one 
or two, but we do not know where they are. The theory 
has been that if help is given for a few years it would de- . 
velop a self-supporting condition in the papers and then, 
possibly, profits. This has proved true in a possible few 
instances but in comparatively few of the papers has the 
expectation been realized. The Church papers, as a list, have 
been leaning heavily on the Church for a good many years. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been given, chiefly 
to make the Church’s periodical literature immediately ac- 
cessible to the people. The present writer believes this is 
the right policy, though it is a disputed point. Many of our 
good and thinking people believe that only a paper that 
pays its own way should be maintained. But, in the nature 
of the case, each Advocate is an organ of publicity and pub- 
licity has to be paid for. And there can be nothing better 
done to furnish facts concerning the growing story of 
Methodism in the world, to advertise in an attractive way 
the products of our presses, to push the sale of our books, 
to take care of the growing interests of our Sunday Schools 
and all their wonderful literature ,than to do it by the 
Advocates. That is their great task and what they lack in 
earnings should be paid by the Church and the amount 
charged up to publicity and advertising; and we should 
stop complaining that our literature costs us too much.” 


The Publicity Department of the Diocesan Council desires 
to complete the publicity program recommended by the 
National Department by which the Diocesan paper is sent 
to every Church family in the Diocese. Out of the twenty- 
seven Dioceses which use the Every Member Pledge card © 
subscription method, seventeen of- them send their Diocesan 
paper to every Church family in their Dioceses. In view of 
the important fuction that the Church press of today ful- 
fills, nothing more valuable can be secured from the propor- 
tionate expenditure than that of the results of publishing 
and widely distributing our Church papers.

Bishop Macinnes Describes Conditions 
In a recent letter to the Diocesan Treasurer, Mr. F. M. Lee, 
expressing his appreciation of the Good Friday offerings 
from the Province of the Pacific for the work of the Church 
in Jerusalem, Bishop MacInnes adds the following descrip- 
tion of present conditions in Jerusalem, which will be found 
most interesting reading: 


“We have been having a very interesting year here and it 
has been the quietest and most prosperous since the libera- 
tion of Jerusalem more than eight years ago. The Zionists 
have been far less aggressive and irritating and the deep 
resentment and suspicions of the Palestinians—Christian 
and Moslem—have, in consequence, become somewhat 
dulled. They have been turning far more to their own 
occupations of various kinds, instead of discussing politics 
all day long. There are, and have been, many visitors here 
this season, quite a good proportion of them clergy and 
laity of the American Episcopal Church, and the number of 
people who come here as pilgrims rather than as tourists 
and who seem really to appreciate the Church services has 
distinctly increased, so that our Easter festival has been 
very delightful. 


“It may be worth while to add that the troubles in Syria 
have left us completely untouched. Indeed, while there is 
little sign of things up here becoming any more peaceful in 
the near future, it has been found possible here to disband . 
the gendarmerie and it is but seldom that one so much as 
sees a soldier. Meanwhile, progress is being made with a 
scheme for supplying Jerusalem with a really adequate sup- 
ply of water ,and they have been making a start just out- 
side St. George’s by blasting trenches by the roadside (you 
can not dig. below the surface in this land except with dyna- 
mite) for the new pipeline.”

The men of our churches in Marin County recently held 
an enjoyable dinner at Ross and organized for promoting 
good fellowship among churchmen and for helping to ex- 
‘tend the influence of the Church in that part of our Diocese.

The vicar and people of St. Stephen’s Church, Gilroy, en- 
tertained us royally at luncheon, after which a Christmas 
tree was planted on the front lawn. At. St. Mark’s, King 
City, now under the charge of the Rev. J. A. Tancock of 
Salinas, more than eighty people assembled at dinner to 
honor us. A brief inspirational service followed, the Bishop 
and the.Archdeacon emphasizing the objects of the pilgrim- 
age and the desire to develop throughout the Diocese the 
spirit of fellowship and prayer. The Church there is fortu- 


‘nate in having a Guild of consecrated women who are look- 
‘jng forward to the time when they will have their own 


resident clergyman. A little band of boys, under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Margaret Bullard, have taken upon themselves 
the care and beautification of the Church grounds. Tuesday 


_ night was spent at the hotel in King City, 157 miles south 


of San Francisco. 


On Wednesday morning, April 14, the journey was re- 
sumed, At San Ardo, twenty miles south of King City, we 
were met by the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Thackeray, their 
daughter Anna, and Miss Olive Meacham of the Deaconess 
Training School, Berkeley. The latter was just finishing a 
month’s stay in the Salinas Valley field, assisting Mr. Thacke- 


ray in establishing Church Schools in the different mission 


stations. St. Matthew's Mission, San Ardo, is the smallest 


church in the Diocese. The little building is a block from 
the highway and has just been enlarged by the addition of 
a small sanctuary. It badly needs repairing. There should 
also be a sign on the highway directing the attention of 
passing motorists. | 


THE SMALLEST CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE, ST. MATTHEW'S, SAN ARDO 


Thirteen miles south of San Ardo is the little town of 
Bradley. We have no chapel there but use the public school 
building and almost the entire population attends Wednes- 
day evening services provided by Mr. Thackeray. Miss De 
Witt, the the public school teacher, also teaches the Sunday 
School. The children remembered Bishop Nichols’ old 
slogan taught them by the Archdeacon on a former visit 
and united enthusiastically in repeating it: “Never say die. 
Never tell a lie. Never stick your finger in another man’s 
pie.” School was excused for the day, and with their 
teacher, the children attended in a body the service at the 
Wayside Cross. 


At San Miguel a large sign on the highway, with directing 
arrow pointing eastward, read: “To the Wayside Cross— 
fifteen miles. Dedication and confirmation service—Wednes- 
day, April 14.” Other signs, in the form of the Wayside 
Cross, had been placed at intervals along the way, to guide 
us to our destination. 


The country through which we now journeyed was wild and 
beautiful, well wooded with oaks and pines. It is a land of 
large cattle ranges, with an occasional grain field. The 
winding road ascended to an elevation of 2800 feet at Invo- 
cation Point, where we have a three-acre park, the site of 
the Wayside Cross, overlooking the Salinas anad Cholame 
valleys. The place is appropriately called Invocation Point 
because Bishop Nichols stopped here many times on his 
visitations to our Christ Church Mission in the neighboring 
village of Parkfield—stopped here to feast his eyes upon the 
grandeur of the scenery; stopped here to invoke God’s bless- 
ing upon the work in this isolated part of the Diocese. | 


The day was perfect, the weather ideal, the view glorious. 
In the distance on either side could be seen the majestic 
mountains, while overhead the beauty of the blue sky was 
enhanced by the snow-white clouds that lingered across its 
face. One could not help but think of the words of the 
Psalmist: “I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills” and of 
how many events in our Lord’s life had taken place on 
mountains. He began His ministry on a mountain. He was 
tempted on a mountain. He was transfigured on a moun- 
tain.. From the side of a mountain He ascended in an atti- 
tude of blessing. On a skull-shaped mountain He laid down 
His life that we might live. He loved the mountains and the 
out-of-doors and drew many of His illustrations from scenes 
in Nature’s great gallery—the fluted grass ,the wild flowers, 
the lilies of the field, the boats on the lake, the white 
clouds, the sun reddening the sky against the approaching

storm, the golden mustard and the distant mountain. On all 
these He hung deathless lessons. 


Bishop Nichols, too, like. His Master, loved the great out- 
of-doors. He especially loved Invocation Point and so it is 
eminently fitting that the spot should be set apart as a 
memorial to him. 


The Wayside Cross is a beautiful monument. It is of the 
Ionic type and was designed and built by Mr. Edward Steen, 
to whom great praise is due. It bears the following inscrip- 
tion: “Honor the Lord with thy substance and with the 
first fruits of all thine increase; so shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty.”—Proverbs 3:9-10. “To the glory of God and 
in memory of William Ford Nichols, great bishop and mis- 
sionary, a wise leader and a loving friend, who saw God in 
these sunlit hills and in the rugged character of the pioneer 
West. Second Bishop of California.”

Nearly 200 people had gathered around the cross, from 
far and near, to do honor to the memory of our second 
Bishop of California. They had come not only from the six 
points in Mr. Thackeray’s regional parish but also from San 
Luis Obispo, King City, Salinas and Watsonville. Luncheon 
was served under the trees by the hospitable people of, Park- 
field. 


THE BISHOP AND SOME OF THE CLERGY PRESENT AT THE DEDICATION 


The dedication of the cross was ,a red-letter event—one 
never to be forgotten by those privileged to be present. The 
service was simple, beautiful and impressive. Bishop ,Par- 
sons was assisted by the Archdeacon, the Vicar and the 
Rev. Bayard H. Jones of Watsonville. In ,addition to the 
dedication, Mr. Thackeray presented five candidates to the 
Bishop for confirmation. It was a touching and beautiful 
sight to see these candidates as they reverently knelt on the 
grass before the Wayside Cross to receive the imposition 
of the Bishop’s hands. Such a service in such a setting is 
unique in the annals of the history of the Diocese. The 
wonderful day, the fine singing of Mr. Thackeray’s regional 
choir, the eloquent and gracious tribute of Bishop Parsons 
to his great predecessor, the impressive outdoor confirma- 
tion, the presentation to dear Mrs. Nichols of a bouquet of 
roses as a little token of love and affection, the kindness of 


the people of Parkfield, all went to make the event long to 
be remembered. Mr. Thackeray merits the thanks of the 
entire Diocese for the efficient way in which he handled all 
arrangements. 


The three-acre park will be cared for by the people of 
Christ Church, Parkfield, and it is the intention to hold at 
least two services a year at the Wayside Cross—one in the 
springtime for the blessing of the land, flocks and herds and 
the labor of the husbandmen; and the other in the fall, 
about Thanksgiving time, in order to return thanks to 
Almighty God for all His blessings. 


THE BEAUTIFUL AND IMPRESSIVE OUTDOOR CONFIRMATION SERVICE 


Following the service at Invocation Point the party mo- 
tored to St. James’, Paso Robles, and were entertained at 
dinner by the ladies of the church in the vicarage. An eve- 
ning service was held, with the Bishop and Archdeacon as 
the speakers. Wednesday night was spent at the Paso Robles 
Hot Springs Hotel. 


On Thursday, April 15, we -journeyed over the mountains 
45 miles to the west of Paso Robles to Lockwood and Jolon. 
It was a most enjoyable ride, for the recent rains had left 
the country fresh and fragrant. The wild flowers by the 
wayside were in glorious profusion. Members of the party 
counted forty-five varieties, including golden-brown wall- 
flowers, yellow pansies, cream cups, blue and scarlet delphi- 
nium, white, pink and blue gilia, baby-blue eyes, blue and 
white lilac, white and yellow forget-me-nots and orange 
California poppies. We passed through Lockwood, which 
consists of a general store, a deserted saloon, a schoolhouse 
and scattered farm houses. We have no service here, for 
the people, having automobiles, can or attend at Jolon, 
seven miles sway. 


THE BISHOP AMONG THE WILD FLOWERS, ON THE ROAD TO JOLON 


At Jolon we have a small church building in good condi- 
tion. In days gone by Jolon was on the San Francisco-Los — 
Angeles highway and then we had a fairly flourishing mis- 
sion, but conditions have changed. Many of,the old Church 
people have removed or passed away and the Hearst inter- 
ests have bought up almost the entire countryside. The ma- 
jority of the scattered people who remain are foreigners, 
belonging to the Roman Catholic Church. We allow ,the 
Roman Catholics to use our church for their Sunday School 
and services of the mass. 

‘We were entertained here at the old adobe farm house of 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller, who with Miss Miller. and Miss Earl, 
served us a bountiful luncheon. In the afternoon we bade 
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farewell to the Church people at Jolon and also to Mr. and 
Mrs. Thackeray and began our homeward trip. That evening 
we stopped at St. Paul’s, Salinas, and enjoyed partaking of 
dinner with a large number of Mr. Tancock’s parishioners. 
Mr. Tancock has done a remarkable work there and at King 
City and is greatly beloved by his people. He, was formerly 
dean of the Cathedral at Omaha, Nebraska. He is very 
prominent in the life of the community. 


On Friday, April 16, after prayers at St. Paul’s Church, 
Salinas, we motored to St. Luke’s Church, Hollister, where 
the Rev. F. W. Moore is our vicar. Here we were enter- 
tained at luncheon at the residence of Mrs. T. McCloskey 
by the ladies of the Guild, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Flint. Hollister is a beautiful little city and while our 
Church there has passed through trying conditions, there is 
no reason why a strong work can not be accomplished in 
this the capital of San Benito County. The men of Trinity, 
San Jose, are planning to aid the vicar in undertaking an 
‘Every Member Canvass. Hollister was the last place to be 
visited and from there the pilgrims leisurely made their way 
back to San Francisco, thankful to Almighty God for the 
opportunity and privilege of having had the pilgrimage and 
of getting a little closer in touch with the work of our 
Church in the southern part of the Diocese. We trust that 
this will be the forerunner of a number of other such 
journeys, with the great object of binding out parishes and 
missions in closer bonds of comradeship and prayer, for the 
quickening of our faith and zeal, and for the extension of 
the Master’s Kingdom.

The Salaries of Our Executives 


In view of the widespread criticism that the officers of 
the National Council are drawing too high salaries, the 
Publicity Department has just issued the following statement 
to show that in making comparison of the salaries of execu- 
tives with those of parochial clergy several important facts 
must be taken into consideration, in order that they may 
receive a relatively just compensation. 


The question of the salaries paid to officers of the Na- 
tional Council has been under discussion at various times 
and it has been suggested that the amounts of these salaries 
should be made known to the Church. 


On pages 67 and 68 of the Triennial Report of the Na- 
tional Council is to be found detailed schedule of salaries. 

In making comparison of these salaries with those re- 
ceived by the parochial clergy several important facts must 
be taken into consideration. In the first place the cost of 
living is higher in New York City than in most places, and 
if quarters are secured in the suburbs there is the additional 
expense of daily transportation. No provision is made by 
the Council for house rent and this large item must come 
out of the salary. The educational problem is also of no 
slight importance. 


The parochial clergy are in receipt of income from 
sources other than salary to a far greater extent than is the 


case with the clergy occupying positions with the National 
Council, 


Most of the men added to the staff in the last few years 
have made definite financial sacrifices in order to serve the 
General Church and in numerous instances other men whose 

‘Services were greatly needed by the Council have been 
forced to decline appointment because of the financial sac- 


involved. 


The election of two bishops from one family is a phe- 
nomenon that has occurred twice in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, but the Protestant Episcopal Church is no 
stranger to such choice. There were the brothers Alonzo 
and Horatio Potter, Benjamin and John A. Paddock, George 
H. and Lucien K. Kinsolving, Cameron and Alexander Mann, 
Chauncey and Benjamin Brewster. The instances of father 
and son are even more common in the Protestant Episcopal 
communion,—Christian Advocate, New York, 
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The Place of Knowledge in Religious Education 


By C. E. Ruen 
Professor of Education, University of California 


(Given at the recent Congress of Religious Education in San Francisco) 


The terms religion, education and knowledge are weasel 
words. They all stand for personal experiences. They mean 
different things for different persons and they have different 
meaning for the same person at different stages of develop- 
ment. This accounts in part for the current confusions and 
contentions. A recent critic of education complains that 
educators, and college professors in particular, go away 
back in time and take a run and jump at these problems 
and never stand up to them squarely. If they are historically 
minded they go back two thousand years and begin with 
Aristotle; if they are scientifically minded they go farther 
back and begin with the amoeba. This paper will make no 
reference either to history or evolution. They are both 
under suspicion as far as @ducation is concerned and the 
same might be said concerning religion. 

Nor is this paper scientific in its method. It presents no 
data concerning current theories or current practices. It 
presents some considerations looking towards a theory of 
knowledge in its relation to education in general and 
towards religious education in particular. The term religious 
education is very unfortunate. It is complete evidence that 
the American people have a more vital and working faith 
in education than they have in religion. The term Weekday 


Church School is still worse. The most objective, the most 
observable aspect of education is schooling, but schooling is 
only a fraction of the educative process. Just at present the 
hot spot in the theory of the school is the problem of the 
curriculum—what to teach. The increasing volume of avail- 
able information and the increasing differentiation of sub- 
jects and vocation makes this an increasingly difficult and 
pressing problem. 


_ This paper points out a current theory of knowledge 
where knowledge seems to be functioning most successfully 
—that is, in science and in public education, and then un- 
dertakes to exhibit some of the implications and some of 
the possible applications of these theories to the problem 
of religious education from the standpoint of instruction. 

Before any really constructive work can be done in this 
field it is necessary to indulge in some destructive criticism. 
The ground must be cleared for a new foundation. A number 
of partial and partially false views need to be critically 
examined. 


1. Mysticism. The first and the least objectionable is 
mysticism. Knowledge, or rather the nature of knowledge, 
is still one of the unsolved mysteries of experience. How 
these beings we call persons retain traces of their own past 
experiences; how they vicariously appropriate the experi- 
ences of Aristotle and others; how they foresee conse- 
quences; and how they telescope and shuffle these different 
kinds of experience into a new experience located in the 
present is mystery enough and in spite of all the achieve- 
ments of science and philosophy no solution seems in sight. 


The mystic really does not seek a solution. He does not 
need one. He substitutes his mysticism for education in the 
popular sense. He assumes himself a part of the infinite 
and trusts that infinite to take care of his development. If 
this mystic yields to argument he will perhaps cite some 
analogies. He may cite digestion. We do not need to study 
or to understand digestion in order to digest. In fact, such 
a study of it might interfere with its proper functioning. 
What we need to do is to take and eat what Providence 
provides. That is what “providence” means. In the world of 
art or mechanics he may cite music or electricity. We do 
not need to understand these or to have a theory about 
them in order to use them. The interesting paradox or 
rather contradiction in all this is the fact that this is a 
theory and one for which the mystic can cite personal ex- 
periences. This may be said to his credit. He does not pro- 
pose it as a theory of knowledge or education.. He proposes 
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it as a personal way of life and much can be said in its 
favor. A person who does not see mystery in life and in 
knowledge exhibits either ignorance or bigotry or both. If 
this sense of the unknown and mysterious is undeveloped or 
atrophied, then the sense of the sacred is perhaps also un- 
developed. Mysticism is no substitute for education. It is 
only supplementary or, if you prefer, education is supple- 
mentary to mysticism. 

2. Literalism and Dogmatism. The worst obstacles to 
religious education in this generation are the twins, literal- 
ism and dogmatism. The literalist has the simplest of solu- 
tions. A devoted would-be leader in California gives this 
solution : 

(a) Religious education consists in teaching children the 
Bible. 

(b) The Bible is the inspired Word of God. 

(c) God intended it to be taught just as it is. ) 

(d) Beginners should start at the beginning. The first 
sentence in the Bible says: “In the beginning—.” 

This solution seems logical. It has the form or letter of 
logic and that is what literalists and dogmatists use. There 
is this trouble about this solution— it will not work; and it 
will not work because it is not true. It has the form of 
logic but some of the premises are fallacies. This leader dis- 
covered that it would not work with children and though he 
had postulated that “the Bible is the inspired Word of Ged 
and should be taught just as it is,” he assumed the right or 
at least the privilege of explaining some of the words of 
the Book of Genesis. Indeed, he went much further. He 
undertook to harmonize the Bible and science for the leaders 
whom he was training. His argument is ingenious. He 
claimed to accept the evidence of science that there were 
“men on earth before Adam, before 4004 B. C.,” but this 
does not contradict the story of creation in Genesis. Proof: 
God commanded Adam to re-plenish the earth. Now, how 
could Adam re-plenish the earth if it had not already been 
“plenished ” This seems to be too childish to be believed 
but it happened in classical Berkeley and the pathos of it is 
that for several years it had the appearance of succeeding. 
It has one element of success. It is definite and pointed. It 
is so definite and focalized that it easily directs and sustains 
a temporary enthusiasm. The narrow bigot can always drive 
his pet point with apparently more force and more ap- 
parent immediate success than the sane person can carry 
forward the complex, many-sided life-adventure worthy of 
persons. It is comparatively easy to deceive youth and the 
illiterate by apparent temporary success of a focalized effort. 

This malady is not confined to religion. It works havoc 
in education and politics. In education it is found in a re- 
current demand for “a command of the fundamentals”’—the 
three Rs. In politics Senator Johnson quotes Father Wash- 
ington and then defines “entangling alliances” about as in- 
telligently as the religionist quoted above defines “re- 
plenish.” 

In a troubled and distraught world like ours this harking 
back to the past—this digging up of old mummies—is an 
awful waste of human effort. It is a sure sign that senility 
has set in. The literalist is hopelessly, incurably illiterate. It 


is a form of illiteracy or insanity or unsoundness that can 


not be answered by facts or logic. It is a form of infantile 
paralysis from which children should be protected. About 
all that can be done with such would-be leaders is to quar- 
antine them as completely as possible and let them “holler.” 

3. Behaviorism. The behaviorists offer a logical theory 
for education rather than knowledge. This theory comes to 
us with the prestige of science. It is founded on a scientific 
study of the behavior mostly of animals, especially chickens, 
cats, dogs and monkeys. Scientists have learned that these 
animals learn mostly by the method of “trial and error.” 
Children are animals and study of their behavior confirms 
the conclusions concerning other animals. They, too, seem 
to learn chiefly by the method of “trial and error.” Much of 
the older theorizing about ideas and knowledge is very un- 
reliable; particularly is this true concerning matters re- 
ligious. The dogmatic formulae embalmed in language, even 
if they were taught, would have little effect upon conduct. 
Even if they related to behavior, they would need to be tried 
out according to the method of “trial and error.” 

The reaction against behaviorism has set in and has been 
gathering momentum. Few religious teachers know enough 


about it to be much influenced by it but a number of the 
researches in religious education are following out the lead 
of the behaviorists. Perhaps the most serious aspect of the 
behavioristic theories has been the relaxation of interest 
and efforts along moral and religious lines. Human nature 
has been almost lost from the account. Many of the findings 
parade as science but as far as human beings are concerned 
they are pseudo because they omit significant factors. 


In presenting the chief causes of the present cultural and 
spiritual chaos, Leighton (The Field of Philosophy, page 9) 
says: “The first is the fallacy of attempting to interpret the 
life of human culture in terms of conceptions carried over 
uncritically from biology into the study of man. In the 
animal world the ruling principle is struggle to adjust life 
to the given environment by a process of blind adaptation 
of spontaneous variations. In this brute struggle for exist- 
ence, impulse and instinct are the ruling powers. The ani- 
mal has not the capacity for reflection or rational inter- 
pretation and organization of its experience and conse- 
quently can not recreate its environment. It must simply 
struggle blindly to adjust itself to the given situation. Gen- 
eralization, prevision, ‘imaginative fore shadowings of a bet- 
ter world’ are foreign to it. It blindly obeys the vital im- 
pulse. Does it follow that the animal lives more fully than 
the thinking man? To ask this question is to answer it. 
Biology can not give us a valid philosophy of human life. 
We are not here to live by instinct and to be content with 
adjustment to the natural environment. Truly, human be- 
havior is more than a biological response to the impact of 
the physical surroundings. Our true vocation is to build up 
another environment by the divine power of creative vision. 
Our roots are in the soil of nature but our topmost leaves 
should inhale the serene and clear atmosphere of intelligence 
and spirit. Beware of these teachers whose philosophies 
would degrade the reason and thus reduce us to the level 
of the brutes. Beware of the impiety and ignorance which 
would destroy the hard-won and precious achievements of 
our human culture in the name of progress!” 


In reviewing Whitehead’s “Science and the Modern 
World” (New Republic, February 17, 1926) Dewey says: 
“He (Whitehead) remarks that ‘biology has aped the man- 
ners of physics.’ He might have added that with only the 
tools of the old science at command it was obliged to do so. 
At the present time psychology is also aping the manners of 
physics and with the consequence, as far as the influence 
of an influential school is concerned, of mechanizing educa- 
tion and social relations—in the precise sense in which 
Whitehead shows that mechanism has collapsed in physics 
itself. It is one of the tragedies of that professionalized 
specialism of science which Mr. Whitehead reveals and 
criticizes, that the humane sciences are always adopting and 
using in the sphere of psychology, education and human 
relations, materials and methods which the more advanced 
physical sciences are abandoning. If the psychologica! 
school which claims to be the only genuine ‘behaviorism’ 
could read and digest the pltysical ideas which this book 
sets forth, an immense amount of misleading and confusing 
intellectual activity could be saved the next generation.

This promises to be one of the most instructive 
and all-around delightful weeks we may have the privilege 
of attending. Representative leaders will hold conferences 
for their special organizations and there will be many inter- 
esting courses by qualified leaders. Mr. Deems wishes every 
one expecting to go to register without delay with Mr. F. T. 
Foster, 342 Howard street, San Francisco. Cancelled reserva- 
tions, if you find you cannot go, will not be charged for. 

Mrs. Wilson Johnston, provincial president for the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific, was the guest of the Auxiliaries and a 
speaker for the day. She explained the purposes of the 
“Corporate Gift.” It represents, on the part of the women 
of the Church, apart from the United Thank Offering and 
other parish efforts, a sum of money raised for a specific 
purpose. The Emery Fund went to pay the pension pre- 
miums for a good many of the missionary workers. The 
Bishop Tuttle Fund went towards a school for colored work- 
ers, where seventeen are already being trained; also a home 
for missionaries on furlough. The third one, to be raised for 
the next Triennial, is to be given to six strategic points. 
Mrs. Johnston advises the apportionment plan and suggests 
each parish start immediately collecting its quota and not 
wait until the last year. Each point in the “message” was 
then explained in detail. Concerning quotas, Mrs. Wilson 
said, briefly: “The women have a great responsibility in 
educating others about quotas. The strength of our faith is 
the measure of our deeds. Further, let us be friendly and 
faithful messengers and take a greater interest in all phases 
of Church work, such as the School for Christian Service, 
the Divinity School, in world peace and in our rural work 
let us send Church literature to out-of-the-way people who 
have no church. to go to.” 

A rising vote of thanks was extended to Mrs. Johnston 
and Mr. Campbell for coming to the meeting. 

The meting was then adjourned to the Diocesan House, 
where tea was served.

Bishop McConnell Calls for Return to Heroic Spirit 


In his address at the recent conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Pittsburg, Bishop McConnell warned 
the Church of today against the tendency to become a mere 
social institution by compromising with truth on great is- 
sues, particularly those involving wealth and political ex- 
pediency. He pleaded for a revival of the heroic spirit of 
the first century in the following eloquent words: 


“In the glorious days of the first century, before the 
Church had hardened into an organization, before there 
were Episcopacies and equivalents, and when being a Chris- 
tian was a dangerous thing for any individual, it had an 
heroic spirit. It realized what we in these days sometimes 
forget, that to bear the Cross meant standing boldly forth 
and telling the truth to a world that didn’t want to hear it, 
eras the while the certain consequences of that 
stand. 


“I yield to no man in my patriotism but however high we 
may nail the American flag it should never be nailed above 
the Cross. If the Government is morally wrong on some 
vital issue it is not only the duty of the Church of Christ to 
say so, but to stand firmly in its position. Too many min- 
isters make ‘adjustments’ to meet the need of political ex- 
pediency. And the same criticism applies to the -way the 
Church treats the problem of wealth in its relation to social 
conditions. Christ did not soften His messages. He did not 
seek to make His truths pleasant in order to get the world 
to accept them. 


“But today there is too much effort on the part of some 
preachers to soften the meaning of the admonition that it is 
easier for the camel to pass through the needle’s eye than 
for a rich man to enter the kingdom of heaven. 


“They know full well how few there are who can handle 
great wealth without spiritual damage to themselves and 
others, and yet they seek by their homilies to soften the 
word of Christ: and to ‘adjust’ it to the social conditions of 
their peculiar charges. But Christian leadership must be 
found to inspire, to perpetuate the prophetic vision, to pierce 
beyond the surface, find the truth and present it to the

THE POWER OF RESURRECTION IN LIFE 
By E. P.S. Hoyt 


The Church, in its preaching, its teaching and its hymns, 
has rightly laid much stress upon the resurrection from the 
dead but is not the ultimate test of Christianity the power 
of resurrection on earth as it is in heaven? 


Resurrection means simply rising again. If we follow 
through Christ’s life we find that over and over again in His 
teaching and His healing He emphasizes both the power and 
the duty of resurrection and we learn from Him not only 
that resurrection from death is life but that resurrection 
from sorrow is joy; resurrection from darkness is light; 
resurrection from weakness is strength; resurrection from 
illness is. health; resurrection from fear is faith; resurrec- 
tion from selfishness is service, and resurrection from sin is 
a life of righteousness. 


To blind Bartimaeous He said: 
He calleth thee.” To the ill He said: “Arise, take up thy bed 
and walk.’” He described the prodigal son as saying, “I will 
arise and go to my father.” Again, we are told “To reckon 
ourselves dead unto sin but alive unto God, through Christ 
Jesus.” And, finally, in raising the dead to life on earth, He 
said: “I say unto thee, ‘Arise,’ and ‘I am the resurrection 
and the life.’ ” 


If in Him we have the power of resurrection from death 
into life, surely in Him we have the power to rise over all 
sorrows and difficulties, knowing that even when life is 
hardest we have the strength to go on with Paul, “as dying 
and behold, we live; as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; as 
poor, yet making many rich; as having nothing, and yet pos- 
sessing all things.” 

Christ has given us this glorious promise of resurrection 
in life. Why have we not realized the power of this gift? 
Even Jesus can not give us that which we are not ready to 
accept. It is not enough to have faith but we must have co- 
operative faith. He has said, “He that heareth my word is 
passed from death unto life.” And Paul adds, “If ye be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which are above.” We must 
keep heart and mind and spirit attuned to hear His word 
and to receive His power; and with all our strength we 
must seek those things which are above. 

Christian resignation has been much preached about in 
the past but the word “resignation” does not appear in the 
Bible. Let us substitute the word “resurrection” for “resig- 
nation.” Christ accepted the cross but He did not remain in 
the tomb. God’s will was that He should rise from the dead 
to teach us the power of resurrection. So, if we would fol- 
low Him we must rise again with joy when our bodies have 
been crucified in suffering, when our hopes have died in 
disappointment, when all that seemed to make life beauti- 
ful has been taken from us. In every limitation there is an 
opportunity. If we would rise again we must seek the oppor- 
tunity within the limitation. In the limitation of blindness 
Milton wrote “Paradise Lost;” in the limitation of prison 
Bunyan wrote “Pilgrim’s Progress.” Out of the limitation of 
poverty Lincoln developed power. Darkness reveals the 
beauty of the other worlds hidden by the very brightness of 
day. Seek the glory of new worlds of service and you will 
no longer feel the limitation of darkness. 

In describing Christ’s ascension St. Luke writes: “And He 
went with His disciples unto Bethany and while He blessed 
them He was taken from them and they returned with great 
joy to Jerusalem and were continually in the temple prais- 
ing and blessing God.” The Old Testament talks of the valley 
of the shadow of death but the disciples were with their 


world with full willingness to take the consequences if that 
truth be unpleasant to them. If the Church persists in com- 
promising on this great issue then these leaders will be 
found outside its ranks and the Church itself be reduced to 
a.mere-_social institution,” .. | 


“Be of good comfort; rise, 


Master on a mountain top when He was taken from them 
and they returned with great joy to Jerusalem. Surely they 
had learned the glory of the resurrection promise. 


There is an immortality in heaven and an immortality of 
influence on earth. In the hearts and lives of those who 
knew Him and loved Him Christ’s spirit continued to mani- 
fest itself on earth. Did you ever think what would have 
happened if that little group had settled down to mourn 
and to grieve selfishly over their loss? The disciples knew 
that Christ came to bring glad tidings of great joy to us and 
His immortality on earth depended on their being born 
again in the spirit of joy and peace to carry on the message 
of His life. 

There is an Easter message here for each of us. As Christ 
continued to live on earth, made manifest through the lives 
and spirit of those who loved Him, so those whom we have 
loved can go on to immortality of influence on earth, as we 
iet their spirits manifest themselves through us in joy and 
beauty of life and radiance of love and service in Christ 
Jesus. 


As we come forward to the altar on Easter morning for 
the healing of body, mind and spirit let us feel that Christ is 
standing there with outstretched arms, saying: “Come unto 
Me all ye that labor and are heavy laden and I will refresh 
you.” And casting the burden of your sorrow and our prob- 
lems at the foot of the cross let us go forth with joy in the 
power of the resurrection with Him who said: “Lo, I am 
with you alway and I am the resurrection and the life.”

Why, I ask, do 
Christian people do the same—and rightly so—through the 
agency of medical science? 


“Preach the Gospel and heal the sick.” Those were our 
Lord’s orders to his disciples, and I believe that they are 
still his orders to his church here on: earth; and, after all, 
He was only telling his disciples to carry on the work 
which they had themselves seen Him do.

The spring Diocesan Assembly meeting of the Daughters 
of the King was held at St. Mark’s Chapel, Berkeley, on Sat- 
urday, April 24. It was peculiarly appropriate that the As- 
sembly meeting should be held at St. Mark’s on that date, 
because the Sunday which followed was St. Mark’s Day and 
the Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin, rector of St. Mark’s Church, ex- 
patiated happily on the coincidence. He was celebrant of 
the Holy Eucharist and spoke of St. Mark and his mission 
and work, giving an inspiring and uplifting address to the 
members of the order. 


The San Francisco delegation of the Daughters of the 
King took the 10:20 boat and were fortunate in getting to it, 
for many of the Daughters were held up by the parade, 
which diverted all street cars from Market street at Kearny. 
It looked for a time as though they would miss the boat, 
but fortunately they reached St. Mark’s in time. They were 
met at the train, which stops in front of the church, by that 
devoted Daughter of the King, Mrs. D. O. Kelley, who guided 
them to the chapel, where others stood waiting. Mrs. G. E. 
Robinson, the second vice-president of the Convocation of 
Oakland; Dr. Mary D. Fletcher and Mrs. Miles, the president 
of Martha Chapter of St. Mark’s. 


After the service the visiting Daughters were escorted to 
the guild room in the charming parish house, where tables 
decked with roses and all the spring blossoms awaited them. 
The box luncheons were soon opened and the members were 
seated, waiting for the arrival of Dr. Hodgkin, who pro- 
nounced the invocation. The luncheon was followed by a 
social hour. The members of Martha Chapter served tea and 
coffee and supplemented the box luncheons with various 
delicacies. They were delightful hostesses. A special basket 
luncheon was placed before Dr. Hodgkin. It looked most 
attractive tied with what appeared to be a blue ribbon, but 
was really paper. Dr. Hodgkin laughingly expressed his 
appreciation of the dainty box, generously offering to share 
its contents. 


Before the business meeting was called to order the mem- 
bers of the various chapters had delightful converse with 
one another and embraced the opportunity to become ac- 
quainted. Mrs. C. V. Heegaard came up from San Mateo. 
She is a fortunte vice-president of the San Jose Convoca- 
tion, for as soon as Miss Borel learns that Mrs. Heegaard has 
to make some visits she offers her car and chauffeur and 
Mrs. Heegaard makes long trips easily and comfortably. Re- 
cently in one of her duty visits to a chapter in her district 
Miss Borel took her in her motor car. It was an unusually 
stormy night but the trip was made quickly and without 
discomfort. A “glass house” is a nice way to visit in stormy 
weather. 

At 2:00 o’clock Mrs. S. L. Abbot opened the meeting with 
the Collect and prayers of the order. One of the first things 
was a graceful tribute paid to the hostesses and a rising vote 
of thanks for their hospitality was given. 

Matters of importance were discussed and instead of the 
secretaries of the various chapters giving reports the three 
vice-presidents were asked to give a resume of what they 
had collated. Dr. Christiansen of the San Francisco Convo- 
cation being unavoidably detained by professional duties, 
the president of the Oakland Convocation was asked to give 
hers. Mrs. Robinson is a very capable and efficient officer 
but a very modest one—so her report was read by a member 
very clearly and distinctly but whose name was unfortu- 
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nately not caught. Martha Chapter is a very active one and 
is always busy with much serving but not neglecting the 
spiritual part, which is really the most important. In a uni- 
versity city opportunities for helpful work are constantly 
cropping up. The members assist at St. Margaret’s House, 
the deaconesses doing much of the clerical work for the 
rector, but as the rector stated, the members of Martha 
Chapter are truly helpful. Several of them are faithful in 
attending the meetings at the Business Women’s Inn—serv- 
ing on the board of directors, sending flowers, helping with 
the refurnishing and maintaining certain memorial rooms. 

Mrs. C. V. Heegaard, third vice-president, belongs to the 
San Jose Convocation and had quite a lot of territory to 
cover. She has visited All Saints’ Chapter at Palo Alto, the 
Bishop Nichols Chapter at San Jose and St. Paul’s Chapter 
at Burlingame,as well as looking sedulously after her own 
chapter. The visit to Bishop Nichols Chapter at San Jose 
as well as the one to Palo Alto was made in the evening 
and unfortunately both visits had to be made in stormy 
weather. Mrs. Heegaard has to visit Holy Cross Chapter at 
Santa Cruz very soon. That chapter is a comparatively new 
one. Mrs. Heegaard is a member of the board of directors 
of the Business Women’s Inn and reported that the mem- 
bers of the chapters under her jurisdiction were earnest in 
well-doing. They have the Mills Memorial Hospital, Stanford 
University, the Base Hospital and other work of importance 
to do. St. Paul’s, Burlingame, supplies the wafers for the 
Holy Eucharist and are working earnestly for the comple- 
tion of the new church at Burlingame. Mrs. Heegaard re- 
ported that a new junior chapter was being formed at San 
Mateo, under the direction of Miss Mary Eleanor Peters. 
That is good news, for it is a great desire of Mrs. Abbot to 
have the young women in the Church join in the work of 
the order. 

Dr. Christiansen having arrived, she gave her report. She 
had visited the eight chapters under her jurisdiction and 
had received reports from most of them. She had visited 
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most of them personally and had written to them and called 
meetings. Most of the secretaries and presidents had re- 
sponded but several had not. However, Dr. Christiansen 
being a very conscientious Daughter of the King had in- 
formed herself of the work being done. The Relief Home 
is a crying need, many of the inmates out there longing for 
the touch of a friendly hand and a word of cheer. It has 
been the custom to visit the women principally but some 
of the old men have looked wistfully at the visitors and wel- 
come any attention eagerly. The Canon Kip Nursery and the 
clinic are regularly visited and Dr. Christiansen personally 
visits them and supplies bandages and other needs and has 
interested other Daughters of the King to do likewise. Visits 
to the Business Women’s Inn ,the Old Ladies’ Home and 
other visits have been made. An innovation instituted at 
the autumn meeting was the visiting of different chapters 
and attending their meetings has been found to work out 
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successfully. The visiting Daughters have been received cor- 
dially and in every instance have been invited to come 
again. If, by accident, the visitor has not been given the 
reception she felt entitled to it has been an inadvertence 
and no discourtesy was intended. |
